The trait | probably admire most about the series, in a long list of 
traits | admire, is the pacing. While most series have a leveling off 
point when it comes to excitement, Kirkman somehow found the 
just right angle and presentation to grow the pristine dynamic of 
this wonderful comic. | never look back at any point and wish the 
characters or plot were how they used to be because | am always 
excited at what is currently going on in INVINCIBLE. Kirkman has 
hit this perfect stride of exponential growth with what makes 
INVINCIBLE interesting. It always has a full head of steam but never 
exhausts you...how does he do it? And as if it was not enough to 
have such perfect writing, Kirkman also gets the perfect art crew of 
Ottley, Rathburn and Rauch to match his ideas!? How is that fair to 
the rest of the industry!!!? Like І said, keep this going (no shortcuts, 
Kirkman, and do not hide behind “leaving it up to interpretation” 
...some of that is fine but you are really setting yourself up to 
contribute to the “great” conversation, which РІЇ get to later) and 
you four will be responsible for the greatest comic ever created.... 
no pressure. 


Since we are getting into the Robot/Monster Girl back story, І can 
fittingly ask my first and simple question of - can Monster Girl 

live forever now? With the belt Robot has created for her, which 
changes her aging back to normal and now she has grown to a 
28-year-old body, can she just take off the belt for three years, to 
regress to a 25-year-old body? And then put the belt back on for 
three years to go back to 28-year-old body? Therefore, Monster 
Girl can just alternate the belt on and off till the end of time ...if, of 
course, she is not murdered or something? 


Murdered, like by the son she never knew she fathered? 


Theoretically, YES, Monster Girl is the perfect kind of immortal 
now. She can go “Ға like to see what 30 is like,” and then later 
take the belt off and go back to 22 or whatever... or she can say 
“this sucks” and wear the belt until she dies of natural old age... 
it’s awesome! We'll deal with this kind of stuff a bit in the future... 
unless she dies! 


Now for the bigger question: What made Earth so special to Nolan, 
who has lived with so many other inhabitants of hundreds of other 
planets, that it would change his mind about the Viltrumite Empire? 
A тіпа so indoctrinated by such a powerful society? This has made 
me wonder if this is Kirkman’s overall goal to show what makes 
sentient life so special on this planet. A sort of purpose or privilege 
we humans should all be enjoying and realize in the grand scheme 
of things? What appears to be the contrast Kirkman has provided 
between the lives on other planets and ours is the other life forms 
have a clear expectation of what their relationships are supposed to 
be amongst each other on their planet. While on earth there is no 
clear purpose or distinction due to unstable and constantly changing 
societies, BUT when clarity is achieved between two individuals 

on our planet the connection and purpose for that relationship is 
strongest it could possibly be between two sentient beings, much 
like Nolan and Debbie or Nolan and Mark. While these kinds of 
relationships and others fail a lot on our planet because our societies 
are not as efficient as it seems on other planets, when they are 
successful the bond is stronger due to the purpose being completely 
up to the individuals. Hopefully | am not thinking too much into this, 
because | tend to do that. And maybe Kirkman cannot answer the 
question, but just a nod to whether it is the right question to ask or 
not would be great! Of course, there are the obvious environmental 
and economic points which are brought through Dinosaurus and | 
hope he does not pull any punches on that either. Since it is obvious 
Dinosaurus is a fan favorite, and hopefully not just because of the 
cool design but for what he brings to the table. The culmination of 
things like Dinosaurus and this scope of the universe all, | think, 

are great attempts to add to the “great conversation” of humanity 
started by the philosophers of old and І hope Kirkman keeps 
reaching for this kind of contribution and hopes to strive even more 
new and concise ideas...that is unless | am way off base here and 
Kirkman is not trying for any of this at all!? 


Earth is definitely a special place and that IS something we'll be 
dealing with at some point. There’s even a little hint to that end 
next issue, so keep an eye out for it.
